It was all,.riia_t remained -as furniture 
in their "once pretentious estates. 
Penniless and. with no clothing ex- 
cept what they wore, these people 
returned in pitiable condition.'Many 
of the refugees 
made their way 


across Serbia in makeshift garments 
of burlap bags which had contained 
American food sent to relieve, their 
hunger. 


The condition of the Serbian peas-
